As an institution established in Miami for over a decade; in representation of US and Central 
American producers; and considering our experience in the promotion of products manufactured 
in both regions (with an established record of generating in excess of 50 million US$ in trade); it is 
our responsibility to express our opinion and concern regarding this proposed change in Identity 
for Low fat Yogurt by the National Yogurt Association (NYA).
